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Believing  that  there  is  a  popular  demand  for  more  frequent  opportunities  of  judging 
and  appreciating  works  of  Art,  The  Artists’  Fund  Society  of  Philadelphia  has  maintained, 
for  the  past  five  years,  a  Gallery  for  the  free  exhibition  of  American  pictures.  To  those 
who  believe  that  the  wide-spread  love  for  good  Art  in  a  community  is  an  indication  of  its 

high  civilization  and  culture,  the  success  of  such  an  establishment  cannot  be  a  matter  of 
indifference. 

Among  the  means  of  aiding  the  projects  and  extending  the  influence  of  the  Society, 
and  also  of  increasing  the  interest  of  those  who  from  the  commencement  have  understood 
and  assisted  its  efforts,  the  plan  has  been  adopted  of  publishing  yearly,  in  the  form  of  the 

present  volume,  a  collection  of  Photographs  from  original  designs  made  for  the  purpose 
by  the  Artist  Members. 

The*  Collections  will  be  distributed  to  the  Associate  Members  and  Subscribers,  with 
the  hope  that  their  reception  will  be  such  as  to  encourage  the  Society  in  the  plans  for 
which  it  has  so  long  and  earnestly  labored.
